UNUSUAL DISTURBANCE 

REGINA, Sask, Jan. 16.—A dust 
gale which darkened the sky, swept 
out of the west almost without warn- 
ing early Thursday and plunged all 
southern and central Saskatchewan 
into semi-obscurity. Old-timers de- 
scribed it as the most unusual Janu- | 
ary disturbance since 1890 

In many districts the wind reached 
a velocity of 60 miles an hour along 
the ground and as high as 70 to 80 
miles an hour in the air. In the towns 
and cities it picked up loose boards | 
and rubbish of all descriptions, while 
flying ashes from backyards filled the 
dust-choked air. Tumbleweed was! 
travelling as fast as trains | 

Some areas near Regina and Moose 
Jaw reported the storm reaching the |

EDMONTON BULLETIN IS FOR [IT 
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WORK FOR MORE CLERKS 


The view is pretty widely held among 
trades unionists that a shortening of the 
working day, and the working week, is a 
readjustment that will have to be made in 
industrial and commercial gstablishments 
if unemployment is to be kept at a mini- 
mum and work made available for all who 
need and want it. 

Obviously, not many new jobs are 
created when an employing establishment 
cuts down its business hours as the work- 
ing day or the working week is shortened. 
The real gain will be made, in the enlarge- 
ment of employment, in proportion as 
shops stay open long hours while em- 
ployees work short hours, The employer 
must in that case hire more help to carry 
on through the longer period. If a factory 
is running sixteen hours per day while its 
employees work eight hours per day, just 
twice as many “hands” must be employed 
as though the factory operated for only 
eight hours. 

Edmonton merchants who are asking 
for the privilege of keeping their stores 
open Wednesday afternoons are asking 
to make the shop week longer than the 
working week. The working week being 
fixed by law at five and a half days, they 
can only make that change if they hire 
enough extra clerks to carry on business 
through the extra half day. Either that, 
or the merchants are now carrying a full 
six days’ staff to do five and a half days’ 
business, which is not at all likely. 

The proposal to keep the stores open 
the extra half day is a proposal to create 
work for more clerks, and to give oppor- 
tunity to more young men and women to 
get store jobs. It is directly in line with 
the general principle that a short working 
day or week and a longer shop day or week 
mean employment for more people than 
could otherwise be given employment. 


WHERE EXPERT OPINION COUNTS 


The new board appointed to advise the 
Provincial Government in regard to the 
administration of natural resources has 
one piece of work ready to hand. The 
question as to whether it is in the public 
interests to allow natural gas to be piped 
from Alberta and sold in Saskatchewan 
cities is one upon which the advice of the 
board will presumably be sought, and one 
touching which its advice should be par- 
ticularly valuable. e 

If the proposition were simply to ex- 
port and sell the gas that is now going to 
waste in Turner Valley, the problem would 
hardly need expert examination. When 
waste can be turned into money, common 
sense is a sufficient guide as to what 
ought to be done, 

But the applicants for a license to ex- 
port are not proposings to export waste 
gas from oil wells only, but ask for the 
right to sink gas wells and export the 
product. Incidentally, they wish to tap 
a field in the eastern section of the pro- 
vince, the area from which Edmonton 
draws its supply, and where, so far as 
known, is the only area from which a 
sufficient supply can be drawn without a 
new and heavy outlay for mains. 

That is a quite different proposal, and 
one in which the probable supply of gas in 
the area concerned is a matter of import- 
ance. If there appear to be inexhaustible 
quantities of gas there, export could be 
permitted without endangering the supply 
of any large Alberta centre. If the supply 
is apparently limited, Edmonton people 


will feel that their prior claim to its use* 


should not be jeopardized by permitting 
export. 

This is a case in which the opinion of 
the geologist carries more weight than 
that of any or all other parties, It is for- 
tunate on that account that Dr. Wallace is 
a member of the advisory board, with the 
technical resources of the faculty of the 
University at his disposal. 


RE-SUBMIT THE BYLAWS 

The city council proposes to ask the 
legislature for power to replace or recon- 
struct public works without securing the 
consent of the taxpayers to make the 
necessary capital expenditure. 

That is a power which the council 
should not ask for, and which the legisla- 
ture should not grant. The change would 
be dangerous, to the last degree. It would 
open the door for a veritable carnival of 
corruption at the city hall. That is a fea- 
ture of the case which the aldermen have 


not considered, but to which they ought to 
give attention. 

Who is to say that a public work needs 
to be replaced or rebuilt? The power to 
condemn rests with council or with its 
employees. Given that council had power 
to rebuild at its own sweet will, what a 
heavenly prospect would be opened up for 
crooked officials and dishonest aldermen. 
Every thief in the city would in that 
event want to get elected to council or 
appointed to some position that would en- 
able him to condemn something, in the re- 
building of which there would be an oppor- 
tunity to collect a rake-off. 

What' council really wants, of course, 
is power to rebuild a couple of worn-out 
bridges, which are no longer safe. The 
way to get that power is to re-submit the 
bylaws. It is true that the tax-payers 
two months ago refused to vote the 
money. But they had not been told in 
any definite way that the bridges were un- 
safe. The proposition as it then presented 
itself was simply to do this year work 
which could as well be left over to an- 
other year. The rejection of the bylaws 
was the fault of council, in not making the 
necessity of immediate reconstruction 
plain, and not due to parsimony on the 
part of the taxpayers. 

Council might, however, with pro- 
priety ask the legislature to cut down the 
necessary majority on money bylaws, from 
two-thirds to fifty-five or sixty per cent. 
That can be done with safety, since the 
Public Utilities Commission acts as an 
emergency brake on excessive expendi- 
ture, and it would leave control of the 
city’s debt where it ought to be—with the 
tax-payers. Nor is there any reason to 
doubt that the bridge bylaws would 


esrry on that basis, and in light of the 
facts which are now before the burgesses, 


40 Years Ago Today 


From the files of The Edmonton Bulletin 


The Assembly Fight— 
Although from the time that Dr Brett and his 
colleagues took office in the session of 1889, it was 


plainly the intention of the lieutenant governor to 


ignore as far as possible the rights and wishes of the 
assembly, he had very carefully refrained from plac- 
ing himself officially upon record on this point. His 
acknowledgement of the authority of the assembly in 
the supply ordinance of 1888 remained a pert of the 
revised ordinances, and while his whole subsequent 
course contradicted the terms of that ordinance he 
was careful not to contradict it in words, If he had 
alluded to the subject at all in his speech from the 
throne at the opening of the last session he must 
have either ran counter to his expressions in 1888 
or to his actions in 1890, as the one position was 
directly opposed to the other, It was the business of 
the assembly to secure from him a statement as to 
just what measure of control he was willing to accord 
to the people over their own affairs, The address in 
reply was therefore framed to set forth the measures 
whereby the assembly proposed to assert its right 
of control over the actions of the executive, and to 
bring to a point the question of who controlled the 
finances of the school system of the Territories, 
regarding which the assegibly had legislated for years, 
and with which the lieutenant governor had recently 
interferred without leave or explanation to the 
assembly, This address in reply compelled an answer 
by message, in which for the first time the lieutenant 
governor announced in words his new system of 
irresponsible government. According to this system, 
the territoriel finances were under the exclusive con- 
trol of himself and four selected advisers by virtue of 
the Northwest act; the fedcral fund in gengral was 
under control of himself independent of his advisers 
as representatives of the governor general; and the 
school fund was under control of the governor general 
alone, but would continue to be administered accord- 
ing to the terms of the assembly ordinance. This 
was at least definite if not satisfactory, and made it 
possible for the issue between the assembly and the 
executive to be clearly defined.

Dr. McCoy’s menus suggested for the week begin- 
ning Sunday, January 18th: 

Sunday: LBreakfast—Baked eggs, Melba toast, 
stewed figs. Lunch—Asparagus, string beans, salad of 
watercress and lettuce. Dinner—Broiled chicken, 
baked egg plant, spinach, celery; *Peaches a la mode. 

Monday: Breakfast—Broiled bacon, crisp waffle 
with maple syrup. Lunch—Potato soup, buttered 
okra, salad of shredded spinach and cabbage. Dinner 
—Boiled fresh beef tongue, baked squash, combina- 
tion salad of cooked Carrots and peas, celery, pear 
sauce, 

Tuesday: Breakfast—Coddled egg, toasted shred- 
ded wheat biscuit, stewed raisins. Lunch—Cooked 
lettuce, buttered beets, salad of grated carrots, Dinner 
~Tomato Jelly, served in cubes, broiled lamb chops, 
creamed cucumbers, string beans, ripe olives, pine- 
apple whip. 

Wednesday: Breakfast—Cottage cheese, baked 
apple. Lunch—Buttered macaroni; spinach, salad of 
head lettuce. Dinner—Vegetable soup, roast beef, 
tomatoes, escalloped celery, salad of grated raw beets, 
minced prunes in gelatin, whipped cream. 

Thursday: Breakfast—Coddled egg, whole wheat 
muffins, stewed raisins, Lunch—Raw apples as de- 
sired. Dinner—Mutton chops, parsnips, cooked let- 
tuce, string bean salad, stewed apricots. 

Friday: Breakfast—Glass of fruit juice before 
breakfast; toasted dry cereal with cream (no sugar), 
Lunch—Rice en casserole; asparagus; salad of shred- 
ded lettuce. Dinner—Tomato and Celery Soup; baked 
whitefish; spinach, stuffed tomatoes; Jello or Jell- 
well. 

Saturday: 


Breakfast—Poached egg on Melba 
toast; stewed peaches, Lunch—Generous dish of 
junket, Dinner—Vegetable soup, Salisbury steak, 
buttered beets; avocado salad; apple whip. 

"Peaches a la Mode: Place halves of canned 
peaches, centre side up, in a hot oven for about five 
minutes or until heated through, then heap each half 
with meringue and turn the oven down low until 
browned. Remove, let cool, and when ready to serve 
indent centre of meringue with a spoonful of ice 
cream or whipped cream, and garnish with a bit of 
candied fruit or a cherry if desired,

Famous Mad Folk

Ludwig I1., the mad king of Bavaria, is said to 
have been unbalanced even in you‘h, From the time 
he became crown prince, for instance, he developed 
autocratic tendencies which a violent temper rendered 
dangerous, 

In Ludwig's twelfth year a court official hurrying 
through the grounds of the royal summer palace at 
Berchtesgaden came upon a violent scene. Young 
Prince Ot:o lay upon the ground, bound hand and 
foot and with his mouth gagged. Holding him down 
was Prince Ludwig, who was tw/sting a handkerchief 
so tightly about his brother’s throat that he was in a 
fainting condition. The official dragged Ludwig off by 
main force, the crown prince shouting in a rage: 
“This is none of your business; my vassal has dared 
to resist my will. He must be executed!” 

Ludwig hated ugliness. As a chilg@ he would face 
the wall if a homely servant en‘ered the room, In 
later life he was unjust to ugly people. He liked beau- 
tiful women, but never loved them. In fact he was 
incapable of real tenderness. Yet a romantic sad- 
ness in his manner, and his dark, unfathomable eyes, 
with his general good looks, made him very appealing 
to women. 

By the time of the war of 1870 Ludwig was ill in 
mind and body. At its close he was in a dark mood, 
weary of all burdens, and actually desirous of abdi- 
cating. The malady which was to destroy him was 
evidencing itself and he began to do all sorts of ec- 
centric things. One of these was to avoid all appear- 
ances before the Bavarian people. As a consequence 
he ceased going to the theatre, which he loved, at the 
regular performances, and compelled the actors to 
give a second presentation at the erd of the first, 
with himself as the only audience, sitting in the royal 
box. 

Ludwig developed a mania for building costly 
palaces that put a heavy burden upon his people; 
when he entertained in them he made people dress 
in Greek and other costumes. 

In 1876 the king's brother, Prince Otto, went mad 

Ludwig himself began to fear insanity, He shunned 
everyone. As he did not wish to be seen, he went on 
mad nocturnal rides through fores‘s or along mountain 
roads, 
He treated his servants viciously. He made one 
who was a bit stupid, wear a seal of wax on his fore- 
head. Another he struck with a riding whip. He 
poured a pot of hot tea on a third. Yet sometimes he 
was very kind to them. 

Things got so bad a commission examined the 
king. He was taken to his Castle of S.rg and kept 
under surveillance, However, he managed to drown 
himself in a lake in the castle grounds,

Depression

During the last month T have had 
the privilege and profit of contact 
with a half dozen of the most dis- 
finguished minds in American bus!- 
ness and industry. 

I have not found one of these 
men inclined to minim‘ze the fact 
that there are gigantic new forces 
at work in the world of business, in- 
dustry, and finance that require 
great wisdom and great will to drive 
them towards broad social ends. 

On the other hand, I have not 
found one of these men inclined to 
the fear or the pessimism that is so 
likely to chill the heart and chain 
the will of little men, 

I found these half dozen out- 
standing Amer'can leaders of busi- 
ness, industry, and finance think- 
ing and plann'ng in a mood of sane 
optimism, and their mood seems to 
spring, not from an unreasoned 
whistling for the sake of inducing 
cheer, but from two major sources. 

First, their best judgment, based 
upon careful analysis, is that we are 
to see an accession of bus’ness ac- 
tivity during 1931. This judgment 
they freely express, not in state- 
ments about “prosper.ty just around 
the corner” for public consump- 
tion, but privately among them- 
selves. They are making their per- 
sonal plans in the light of this 
judgment, 

Second, they are almost wholly 
free from the all-too-prevalent no- 
tion that our whole thought and 
energy should now be centred upon 
emergency measures. Some emerg- 
ency measures are necessary. Even 
a normal winter calls for some spe- 
cial provision for the unfortunate 
There is, of course, greater need for 
such measures in a time of economic 


dislocation. But these half dozen 
dist:nguished leaders know that the 
prosperity of 1931 will not come 


from emergency measures or from 
any single panacea that some bright 
individual may hit upon, but from 
a@ wisely planned and courageously 
prusecuted program for speeding on 
a soundly grounded plan of devel- 
opment 

The talks I have had with these 
national leaders bring me to 1931 
with a faith I could not otherwise 
have had. 

We should realize that abnormal 
times do not call for abnormal re- 
medies, but for stra'ghter think- 
ing, more courageous planning, and 
Swifter action in a normal program 
of building. 

Tomorrow I shall hint at some of 
the things, aside from straight busl- 
ness and industrial activity, that 
men of this sort are :) 
thinking about. aatatacaied

1t All Souls church, of the Church of 
Englard denomination. 

Nor was interest restricted to the 
Church of England, for news leaked 
out of what was supposed to be an in- 
vitation affair and ministers of all de- 
nominations crowded into the build- 
ing. Many were turned away, 

After the mee ing was over it was 
announced that a committee had been 
formed to arrange further gatherings 
of ministers and their ladies which 
will be attended by a well-known 
clairvoyant. 

The Rev, Arthur Buxton, rector of 
All Souls, presided, and read a mes- 
sage from the Rev. G. Vale Owen, who 
was unable to attend. Mr. Owen is 
former curate of Seaforth, Liverpool, 
and vicar of Orford, and is a noted 
author of books dealing with spiritual- 
ism. 

The message referred to the current 
issue of the Church of England news- 
paper, in which the Bishop of Ripon 
expressed the opinion that the church 
at any moment might be faced by a 
great historic opportunity.
